THE BELGIAN PRESS. has reproduced the following 


bulletin issued by the Deutsche Nachrichten 
Buro, the German official news agency: “Great 
Britain is mistaken if she thinks Germany is dis- 
pore to allow her communications with neutral 
tates to be cut by British guns. 
“We must warn these States not to submit to Britain. 
This warning is especially addressed to the Oslo 


States. 

“Germany desires to leave neutrals 
outside the present conflict..

viation from neutrality, even if it is,

This, it will be seen, contains a 
direct threat to the neutral States to 
force them to conform to Germany’s 
own ideas of neutral conduct. 

The British Government’s attitude 
towards the question of trade with 
neutrals has been made clear in a 
statement issued by the Ministry of 
information yesterday morning. 

If that attitude has produced this 
violent reaction in Germany, it is 
clearly because she notoriously de- 
pends to a large extent on the Scan- 
dinavian States for war materials and 
wishes to force them to continue to 
supply her with these, though in in- 
ternational law no neutral State is 
under any obligation to supply any- 
thing to belligerents unless she’ feels 
so disposed, 


Such threats are the more remark- }- 


able in view of the German Govern- 

ment’s declared intention to impose 
‘a contraband control of their own on 

neutral shipping.—British Wireless.

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LONDON STILL GROWING: 
POPULATION NOW 8,655, 000 


ionaca is still by far the largest 
city ‘in the world. During 1937, the 
last period for: which statistics have 


been compiled, there was an increase. 


in the population of 80,000, bringing 
the total ‘to 8,655,000. : 

New York, with a population of 
‘7,000,000, is still a long way behind. 

This is one of many facts that emer- 
ge from “London Statistics, 1036-38,” 
to be issued shortly by the London 
County Council and published by P. S. 
King’and Son (15s 6d). The 540 pages 
of this volume constitute a complete 
statistical record of the public services 
of the Metropolis. 

There is a continuing migration of 
population to districts beyond the ad- 
ministrative county. The population 
of the county was at its highest in 
1901, when it was 4,536, 267. Since 
then it has fallen steadily, and in 1938 
was 4,602,800. 

This growth of Greater London at 
the expense of the administrative 
county is reflected in the decrease in 
the number of elementary  school- 
children in the county. Their numbers 
have dropped from 900,000 in 1915 to 
543,600 in 1987. The decline in school 
population is proportionately much 
larger than the decrease in the total 
population of the county. 

GREAT READING PUBLIC 

The subject chosen in this volume 
for special analysis is libraries. The 
detailed figures show that in the year 
ended March 31 last 40,116,733 books 


were issued, to borrowers from public; 


libraries in Greater London and 
20,175,088 from libraries maintained 
by local authorities in extra-London. 
To these must be added 2,078,659 
issued from public libraries in ex- 
tra-London maintained. by county 
councils. 

The growth of public libraries in the 
past ten years may be judged from the 
fact that in the administrative county 
issues .of books. have risen from 14,~ 


512,112 in 1928 to 19,941,654 last year. 


The number of books issued per re- 
gistered borrower has risen from 29.3 
to 31.1.

‘What should: a spectator do when a 
golf ball played by a competitor in a 
tournament drops :in his coat pocket? 
This problem was ‘set a spectator in 
the £1,000 tournament on East 
Brighton course. : 

He was sitting on a bank at the 
back of the first green when a shot 
played by E. S, Jones, of Neath, South 
Wales, hit him on the chest and fell in 
the breast pocket of his coat.

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Napoleon observed that “an army 
marches on its stgmach.” Had he 
commanded a modern army he might 
have added that it marches over 
roads kept in constant repair for it;

Thus, to maintain one fit, well-fed, 
well-shod, adequately supplied fight- 
ing man in the firing line demands 
the services of from three to seven 
fellow-soldiers labouring in his sup- 
port, ; , 

Of these vital ancillary services the 
Engineers ‘are certainly not the least 
important. There have been engine- 
ers, of a kind, in our fighting forces 
since the days of Edward II, when 
a small body of masons, smiths, car- 
penters, miners and “engine-workers” 
were paid at rates of from 3d to 10d 
a. day, while their chief, Henry of 
Lancaster, received 6s 8d a day. 

HARDY ENGINEERS 

This auspicious beginning, 
ever, experienced remarkably slow 
development. Indeed, while con- 
temporary foreign armies could boast 
properly organised corps of “Sappers 
and Miners,” so profound, in the 
military sense, was the Englishman’s 
dislike of the spade that to be dele- 
gated as “an abject pioneer” was re- 


how- 


garded in Cromwell’s “Army of the. 


New Model” as indubitably in 
nature of a punishment. : 

None the less, by 1741 a School of 
Military Engineering had been suc- 
cessfully founded which, by 1759, 
had produced an establishment of 61 
officers, with a company of “Miners” 
just over 200 strong. But it was in 
tribute to their distinguished service 
in the Crimea that offiters and men 
united — under the _ title 
of the Corps of Royal 
Engineers; and to their many 
other duties they presently added the 
heavy and hazardous responsibilty of 
maintaining the system of communica- 
tions by which all orders were trans- 
mitted throughout the Army. 

With the Great War years this 
last-named. responsibility so en- 
ormously increased in scope as sub- 
sequently to justify the creation of 
a separate service to ensure its 
efficient working. This offshoot of 
the old “Mudlarks” bears the title of 
the Royal Corps of Signals. 


SAYINGS OF THE SAPPERS 

. “Sappers,”° as the saying goes, 
“are all mad, married, or methodist.” 
Which is the typically English me- 
thod of disguising, under an _ indul- 
gently. mocking. phrase, the real tribute 
whole-heartedly rendered to them by 
’ fellow-wearerg of the King’s uniform 
to their zeal, reliability and systema- 
tic approach to any job. that happens 
to come their way. : : 
The extent and variety of their 
work, ‘apart from “a~diggin’ up of 
holes and a-stickin’ in of poles, and 
a-buildin’ up of barracks for the 
soldieree,” range from the hasty con- 
struction of'a bridge to pass a batta-

SUPPLYING THE TROOPS 


Hardly less adventitious than the™ 


story of the Engineers is that of the 
Royal. Army Service: Corps. Without 
a perfectly organised service of sup- 
ply an army would’be unable to keep 
the fleld, under’ modern conditions, for. 
the inside of a week. So, ‘when pur- 
chase replaced pillage as the method 
of maintaining the essential flow of: 
‘commodities to the troops en 
campaigg, the necd soon becaine ap- 
parent. for a@ special corps. charged 


with the function of their concentra- 
tion and subsequent distribution. But 
for generations its organisation lagged 
sadly behind the lines. ~ : 

The great Marlborough was the 
first to improvise a reasonably 
adequate system of field service, Suc- 
ceeding efforts, however, to put the 
whole business on a sound basis were 
persistently hampered by the fact 
that “supply,” implying the disburse- 
ment of large sums of money, : was 
a business in. which the Treasury 
jealously refused to permit the mill- 
tary Command to interfere. 

Wellington’s armies, for example, 
were “found” in all their daily essen- 
tials by civilian contractors; or com- 


missaries. These were under no dis- 
ciplinary restraint and only answer- 
able to an authority so remote from 
their sphere of activity as to be 
practically inoperative. Even when 
five companies were scraped together 
to form what was hoped would prove 
a properly-constituted military sup- 
ply service—under the title of the 
Royal Waggoners—matters were’ in 
no way improved. Promptly _nick- 
named the “Newgate Blues” 
—hblue from the colour of their uni- 
form and Newgate in recognition of 
that sinister gaol wherefrom they 
had mostly been .recruited—their 
disbandment soon proved inevitable. 


TRANSPORT WORK 

Experiments with, successively, - a 
Land Transport Corps, for whom the 
demands of the Crimean campaign 
proved altogether too formidable, a 
military tfain—commonly known as 
the “Moke Train’—and a Commis- 
sariat and Transport Corps, culminat- 
ed, in 1888, in the formation, - under 
the inspiration of Gen. Sir Redvers 


Into such -open scanda): had the 
whole care of casualties degenerated 
‘py the time of the 1794 war in Flan- 
ders that an officer, having been 
dragged to the operating tent while, 
still unconscious, could later write 
home, “.. . and I am relieved to say 
that, despite medical interference, my 
wounds now show some sign of heal- 
ing.” os , 

At last, when threé so-called doc- 
tors appointed to the Walcheren ex- 
,pedition in 1809 were discovered to 
have stayed snugly at home, punctu- 
ally drawing their stipends the while, 
during the entire absence of the fleld 
army overseas, reform was seriously 
taken in hand.

proper medical service for the troops 
undoubtedly succeeded in making.

It was, however, under that splendid 
medico, James McGrigor, stoutly sup- 
ported by the Duke of Wellington, 
that something of the present scheme 
of regimental doctors, with a chain of 
fleld and base hospitals behind them, 
first took definite shape. That, with 
the Crimea, these innovations had 
fallen sadly away from their initial 
promise must be attributed not to any 
inherent flaw in their provisions, but 
to the stagnation imposed on all mili- 
tary matters by the sluggish after- 
math of Waterloo.

The steady, untrumpeted. work of 
the Royal'Army Ordnance Corps— 
offshoot of the venerable. Board of 
Ordnance, itself almost as old as the 
history: of British arms -—- is rarely 
given its just measure of considera- 
tion. Yet without it the wants of the 
soldier would go at least 60 per cent. 
unsatisfied, For the men of the 


‘Ordnance provide the’ Army with all 


those “non-perishable” necessaries— 
from a pocket-knife to a full set of -

CHINA'S 
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Chungking, To-day. 


IN RELATION TO THE European issue, China will 


-fulfil her obligations as a member state of the: 


League of Nations-and will intensify her resist- 
ance to the Far Eastern aggressor, declared Gen- 
-eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek in the course of a 
speech on the adjournment of the People’s Poli-. 


tical Council. 


China will try to frustrate Japan's aggression and 
also check her ambition of manipulating the 
international situation to bring pressure to bear 
upon other countries at this turbulent time. 


Describing the European war’ as a 
human catastrophe, Generalissimo 
Chiang said that its remote cause lies 
in Japan’s invasion of Manchuria in 
1931 in flagrant violation of her in- 
ternational’ pledges. . 

As a result of the failure to en- 
force international treaties and halt 
Japan’s aggression, the war of ag- 
gression in the Far East has assumed 
wider proportions. 

Following in the steps of the Far 
Eastern aggressor, certain Powers in 
Europe had resorted to aggression. 

Generalissimo Chiang expressed 
gratification at the decision of the ma- 
jority of the signatories of the Nine 
Power Treaty to maintain the inte- 
grity of the Treaty and the fulfilment 
of thelr pledge to extend assistance 
to China by member states of the 
League of Nations, This holds true 
in spite of the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. ; 

China’s gallant resistance in the past 
two years, Generalissimo Chiang point. 
ed out, has heightened her interna- 
tional position. . 

Comprising approximately one ~ 
fourth of the total population of the 
world, she forms one of the pillars of 
the great edifice of peace,

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF none PEOPLE. 


- THE MYSTERIOUS - 
BENDER . FAMILY 


BY VINCENT TOWNE 


During the Autumn of 1873 and the 


following Winter and Spring, many 
persons mysteriously vanished between 
Osage Mission and Independence, Kan- 
sas. They disappeared as completely 
as if the earth had yawned and swal- 
lowed them up. Wide search was in- 
stituted, but no clue as to their fate 
could be obtained, and the news soon 
spread far and wide that a reign of 
terror was: raging in that lonely part 
of the country. 

One early morning that Autumn, 
John Boyd, a carpenter, bade his young 
bride goodby and started to wallc from 
Independence to Parsons, where he 
had obtained work. His heart-bruken 
wife never saw or heard from him 
again. One Langnor, a widower, of 
Independence, started but soon after- 
ward in his wagon to take his little 

‘girl to her grandmother near Fort 
Scott, and both’he and the child.dis- 
appeared, although the team was 
found tied in a grove 40 miles from 
home. 

- About the same ,time a man named 
MacKenzie was returning afoot from 
Independence to his home in Neosho 
County, when he as. mysteriously 
vanished. Then there was a farmer 
hamed Brown, who started home 
from Neosho County the following 
Autumn,’ but. who never got there. 
He had just collected a sum of money 

-and had bought a new team, ' which 
also vanished. During that Winter, at 
different times and places, two naked 
bodies were found in Cherry . Creels, 
which runs through the same neigh- 
bourhood. 

These victims had been killed by a 
blow on the right temple, evidently 
inflicted by a hammer. They were 
never identified. Finally, in’ the 
Spring that followed, Dr. A. M. Yorke, 
a prominent citizen of Fort ‘Scott, 
started out on a visit to his brother 
in Independence. Next morning he 
was met and recognised about eight 
miles beyond a certain ‘farmhouse, 
where he had spent the night. That 
was the last known of him. The 
brother, Colonel Yorke, whom he was 
about to visit, happened to be a man 
of wealth. He set ‘about to solve the 


‘ mystery and started a house-to-house 


inspection of the entire community. 
He offered liberal rewards for in- 
formation bearing upon his .brother’s 
disappearance, but his search had 
about proved futile, when one morn- 
ing two men and two women drove 
into Thayer, Neosho County, in a two- 
horse wagon: They unhitched the 
horses, tied them to the back of the 
wagon in which was some hay, and 
then going to the depot took the early 
train north, buying tickets for .Hum- 
boldt. The horses remained until 
nearly starved, when a farmer took

them to his barn. As no one appear- 
ed to claim them, he advertised them 
as strays. 

About the same time, a man living 
in a little valley in the mystery- 
ridden area happened to ride up to 
the house of a family named Bender, 
where he found a dead calf lying with 
a halter about its neck. It had starved 
to death. Going to the house, he 
found it deserted and news of the 
flight of the Benders — the same per- 
sons who had deserted their team at 
Thayer — was immediately reported 
to Colonel Yorke, who forthwith be- 
gan an investigation of the premises. 
In ten days he found the body of his 
brother, which, with eight other 
corpses, lay buried in deep, narrow 
graves which had been systematically 
dug on the Bender farm. 

The top soil had been removed and 
kept separate from the underlying 
clay and there had been care to re- 
turn the bottom layer before adding 
the top. Colonel Yorke found these 
graves by patiently probing the earth 
with a rod. He knew_that if the clay 
had not been disturbed the rod would 
stop upon reaching it. So wherever 
this probe would penetrate deep into 
the earth, he dug with the results 
mentioned. Practically all of the vic- 
tims had been killed in the same 
manner as.had those found in the 
nearby creek. In the right temple 
was a hole about an inch in diameter, 
.where a hammer had ‘evidently crush- 
ed through the skull, and the throat 
was cut two-thirds around into the 
neck bone. 

Investigating the cellar, Colonel 
Yorke was almost sickened by a 
stench caused by vast quantities of 
blood. But the most sensational dis- 
covery was made in the rooms above. 
Here the arrangement of the. furniture 
and other appointments revealed the 
modus operandi of the murderers to 
have been as follows: 

As each victim Jured to the Bender 
house in some way had entered the 
front room, he had been invited to sit 
upon a certain bench. While sitting 
upon this, his head naturally rested 
against a canvas partition, through 
which the slayer crushed his head 
with a hammer found in- the back 
room. After sinking to-the floor,. the 
body would be pulled back until the 
head came over a trapdoor leading to 
the cellar. Here, as revealed by 
bloodstains, the throat would be ‘cut. 
Then the body was rolled up in an 
old tent cloth and carried outside for 
disposal. 

The corpse of the little Lagnor girl 
was discovered among the others. 

Meanwhile the Benders -had fled— 
no one knew whither. . They had 
‘come to the neighbourhood only about 
a year before and had taken up 160 
acres in the lonely, valley. Indeed, 
they had so: located their house that 
every highroad ‘in the neighbourhood 
radiated to their place. 
was a little shack about 14 by 24 feet, 
and the front room was fitted up as 
a small store, which is believed to 
have been only'a decoy for wayfarers. 

The family consisted of William 
Bender, 60 years old; his wife, aged 
55; their daughter, Kate, 25, and a 
son, John, 28, Kate who had steel 
gray eyes and a wealth of yellow hair, 
posed as a magnetic healer, and her 
Yole was to flirt with passers-by, lure 
them into the house and see that they

‘What become of the Benders was 
never known. Many persons believed 
to have been members of the murder 
family were arrested in various parts 
of the country, but always succeeded 
in proving an alibi. About the begin- 
ning of the century a_woman alleged 
to have been Kate Bender was taken 


from Michigan to Kansas, locked up 


in jail for four months, tried and ac- 
quitted, whereupon she sued the coun- 
ty for false imprisonment. In the 
Spring of 1910, it was 
announced that - the pro- 
prietor of a resort in Reo. Vista, Ca., 
had made an ane-mortem confession 
that she was no other: than Kate Ben- 
der, But there have been so many 
conflicting stories of this kind that
